Significantly, the heels this invention paint- 
ers, released from began experiments with light and 
color—the Impressionists were the first many schools artists 
who took different directions away from naturalism. The Cubists, 
apparently, took the right one, but Biederman clearly disgusted 
with the speed exploitation and rejection most 
the early 20th century pioneers. His inference that they were 
too cowardly, else too dull, take advantage its three- 
dimensional opportunities. 


After art ceased exist have 
art, theoretically expressing non-camera concepts. Living artists, 
popularly supposed this class the thoughtless, actually 
not belong it, for the most part, since their works are based 
themes, the Abstractionists abstract from 
forms.

Ojai Valley not the center the universe, but good many 
who have lived there have come wonder how anyone could 
care live anywhere else. But now this magnetic valley has drawn 
into fresh fantasy. For three years friend John 
early patron our own Roof concerts, when they were but little 
known, and since then toughened the trade concert manage- 
ment apprenticeship such masters the late Behymer, 
the Met, and the Cincinnati Summer Opera, has been urging upon 
Ojai and the neighboring Southern California communities mu- 
sic festival. the center the plan theatre, built 
the valley when thousand persons have contributed $1000 
each donation purchasing one seat. 

the meantime, while the money accumulating, group 
interim concerts has been offered each year the weeks that lie 
between May and June. These are presented the small auditori- 
private school, charming building, the steps which 
sunbathed half hour among convocation bees, too much 
engaged with flowering bushes resent presence. The little 
building beside the brick-walled, cloistered, oak-shaded back 
patio the school looks towards one the many oak groves, 
that often happens Ojai one comes from the neighbor- 
cluster the community into quiet place, private among its 
trees. 

Here audiences assemble with feeling holiday, being away 
from home and the country while avoiding the rigor and arti- 
ficial appetites enforced upon the tourist, hear group pro- 
grams usually including chamber orchestra, string quartet, and 
some other especially chosen person event. own partici- 
pation has been limited pair visits. Last season went 
hear the first performance these parts the Stravinsky-Ramuz 
drama recitation and music, The Story Soldier. Whatever 
one might think the ensemble, limited stage space and 
unbalanced group performers, the recitation was excellent and 
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the music superb. The arrangement selections the text with 
accompanying narrative interspersed between the movements 
the musical suite, recorded acetate and broadcast KFWB last 


autumn, should rerecorded more permanent form and issued 


for sale. would quickly drive from the market the rhythmically

Angeles. Qualities that New York, London, Paris, Berlin 
would bring artist coterie admirers not yet awaken sim- 
ilar admiration this city, which for all its amazing growth 
musical activity during the last ten years still remains provincial 
its enthusiasm for the most ordinary kinds ostentatious show- 
manship. 

This season the Ojai programs included evening Bach, the 
Mozart minor Mass, harpsichord solos Putnam Aldrich, Bee- 
thoven cello sonatas Joseph Schuster, and two concerts the 
Juilliard Quartet, splendid group young musicians one 
may expect encounter decade. Saturday evening they 
played quartets Hayden, Beethoven, and the Third Quartet 
Schoenberg. Monday afternoon, being Memorial Day, they de- 
voted themselves the Third and Fourth Quartets Bela Bartok. 
was the latter program which drew me, this time automo- 
bile, over the road that have twice traversed foot. 

After half-hour preamble talk Halsey Stevens, who com- 
menced saying would brief, the players opened with the 
Third Quartet. This the least size and possibly the least in- 
teresting the six but means insignificant. was writ- 
ten twenty years ago for competition Philadelphia which 
divided honors and $6000 with quartet Casella. Terms 
the contest, which may have included time limit, possibly ex- 
plain the unusual condensation the quartet and its somewhat 
external bravura character. 


The Fourth Quartet, which followed, opinion mas- 
terpiece the form, though many prefer the Fifth and Sixth. The 
unequalled bravura the writing, its invention technical de- 
vices amazing that lesser composition they would divert 
from the whole structure, not conceal from care- 
ful listener the deep rhythmic and tonal unity the texture and 
the substantial integrity the whole effect. the Fifth Quar- 
tet, the first and last movements are contrapuntally related. The 
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third movement, like the similar movement the Fifth, Night 
Music, that quality dark and often spectral sound peculiar 
‘‘Never shall this darkness cries the bride 
Duke Bluebeard the fantastic opera Duke Bluebeard’s Castle; 
cnd the answer This quality darkness fantastically 
ornamented night sound recurs the middle movement Klange 
der Nacht the piano suite Freien, which may regarded 
looser first study the five-movement form the last quartets. 
the Fourth Quartet the night sound emerges from the cry 
not one your nightingales but the rather plaintive repeti- 
tion perhaps two intervals awaken too unexpectedly out 
sleep. 


Connoisseurs instrumental technic will astonished what 
goes during the fifth movement, played without bows. The 
strings are plucked, strummed, brushed, clicked the thumb nail, 
snapped against the wood, according exact instructions, with 
the utmost musical effect cross rhythms sharpened intensities 
sound. All these things the members the Juilliard Quartet 
carried out with clear, cool precision, full tone, exact coordina- 
tion parts, and above all without the harshness that some 
circles thought necessary for assertion the 
aspects any music. The result could comprehended and en- 
joyed one enjoys Haydn his most thoughtful and his most 
capricious, yet with different whole significance. The world 
Bartok, though fresh and cause for wonder, more often place 
irony than humor, because undeviatingly tragic. This 
not the tragedy divided faith and opposed causes that one 
understands the sonata form Beethoven, with whom one can 
both weep and rejoice. For Bartok the entire reality tragic, and 
only against this background may one sing human pleasure 
probe revelation. Bartok does not rejoice that this so; 
diabolist. does not agree that should so; his music ex- 
plicitly describes the wishing, hoping, pleading, praying effort 
something else.

good learn that the Juilliard Quartet already recording 
the six Bartok quartets, issued next year. Last winter they 
performed the cycle New York. They should invited re- 
peat this achievement for our benefit Los Angeles. 
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with considerable surprise that many our foremost educators have discovered that the one 
thing uppermost the collective mind the current crop college and high school graduates 
is, all things, the matter security. Too many them, they find, have decided forego the 
rigors the competitive life and settle for what happens twenty years way pension. 
are only surprised the surprise! 


Certainly not strange that the educated young, taking good look the world have 
made for them, should forego the temptation rugged order merely safe. This, 
course, are not saying good thing—as matter fact, rather deadly thing—but 
certainly not thing about which any have the right naively amazed. per- 
haps alarmingly symptomatic growing attitude which leads straight this awful thing called 
trend toward Actually, merely further evidence that Man, continuing con- 
fusion, tends impose upon himself disciplines that restrict certain rights and freedoms, and be- 
comes clear that such disciplines are not always imposed systems, groups strong men 
such, casting synthetically-made ideological nets over whole peoples. suppose that the dis- 
turbed educators would readily admit that security desirable end result. The thing, course, 
that upsets them that these particular young are willing abdicate the adventure living 
before ever having tried their skills, order avoid the disturbances and frustrations competi- 
tion. There reason suppose that competitive system not perfectly valid way 
life, but forget that remain good working level must, before all things, hon- 
estly competitive and constantly watchful the defense the fair return. 


The question objectives another matter, and only suggests the enormous morass argument 
into which one can catapulted. With the recent recognition this disturbing phenomenon 
should occur and the educators that there urgent necessity reexamine the ideas 
and practices the educational system itself order isolate the virus that seems have 
taken the guts out the young graduate. Frankly, the world must mighty frightening 
those who know very little about it, and the most natural thing the world avoid 
contest preference safety. its way education seems have embraced safety such 
extent that teaching itself has been forced retreat into security, and permit it, the univers- 
ity likely become mere repository knowledge the same way that most museums have 
become storehouses beautiful, dead things. 


general, would seem admissible regard the university the real fountainhead freedom 
which often attack and permit attacked for reasons that have nothing with 
the procedures and practices intellectual objectivity. Therefore, not really surprising, though 
desperately unfortunate, that the end result such carelessness has turned out many thous- 
ands young people who are quite willing one can say 
that all this entirely good entirely bad, but doleful and disquieting see these young 
men and women deliberately projecting themselves the very beginning their careers twenty 
years into future where their only real reward modest pension. One can agree with 
the excited oldsters that this certainly not the spirit adventure upon which the greatness 
America was built. 


However, something new and terrible has been added. Obviously Fear that has been added 
the one place where can least afford it—Fear that has been put into the hearts the 
young. ‘How this came about one can say precisely, but the conditicns that brought about 
are painfully apparent, and certainly develops from symptom into epidemic disease, 
will have lost idiotic default the real promise the democratic future.

JACK WALDHEIM 


you study the chair you rediscover the world. 
the chair development you travel 2000 years 
time, travel through vast geographies, discover eco- 
nomic and social systems and not only discover the 
world but more important—you end rediscover- 
ing yourself! 

The chair, impersonal composition, takes mean- 
ing only from the manner which used and the 
body using it. Thin men prefer well upholstered 
form, fat people abhor low type chairs, old 
person usually prefers hard, high chairs with straight 
backs, whereas young people often choose pillow 
hassock the floor. 

For centuries the concept chair has been some- 
thing relatively vertical with broken line (horizon- 
tal) upon which one sits. The average man thinks 
four legs under the broken line though designers 
are less likely this. Both designers and laymen 
agree that the chair sort ‘parking lot’ 
which rest members our muscular and skeletal 
frame. 

the weaknesses the parking lot concept can best 
The terms and are dissimilar 
that when you drive your old jalop into garage 
serviced, protected and often improved; the 
parking lot, while the motor might rest moment, 
the car left pretty much the elements, and 
return you will find exactly the same condition 
when you it, not (as too often happens!) 
worse condition. 

other words, the parking lot your car decom- 
stead deteriorating, the car being revitalized 
(perhaps improved!) and the effect anabolistic. 
Existing chairs are their ‘parking lot’ phase 
growth. They must now advance into the long over- 
due ‘garage’ stage development. 

The average chair—competition winner not—is 
pro tempore relief—you arise the same tired con- 
dition when you sat. must design the chair 


which will let arise better health than when 


were seated. 


NEED STUDY THE 


need competitions not restyle the chair but 
discover what the basic chair-body problems are. 
Funds and editorial space are scarce contem- 
porary paintings the Hearst mansion promot- 
ing encouraging this necessary thinking. 

Why not designers tackle the problem? The an- 
swer one would suspect mass inbred 20th Cen- 
tury awe for the technical improvements. The blind- 
ing light brightly painted machinery obscures ob- 
jective reasoning when applying our new techno- 
cracy body considerations. need dark glasses 
see the light. Designers are over-occupied vying 
with each other applying technical advances 
the chair. Every material change necessity will 
cause certain structural changes and create new 
visual characteristics without one iota improving 
the chair per se. Designers must vie with each other 
discovering more fertile approach. 

Shall technical tricks used? Most these have 
been tried and have not produced abundantly. Ap- 
plying advanced technology has affected production 
and somewhat altered appearance but itself leads 
nowhere. Like favorite adjective 
always about bring forth new idea.

This upper 
economic level, often found esthetically bankrupt, needed furni- 
ture lend prestige and dignity. The pretentious Wainscott chair gave 
dignified pompousness people lacking themselves reason for re- 
spect, except for the fortunes economics.

Ar- 
rangements had been made advance for the work shown and sold 
Evans and Reeves Nursery. 


Soon after the first field trip the pottery factory the problem was restated 
and required that the students strive for design commission establish 
commercial line garden pottery for national distribution. This design em- 
phasis was shifted from one individual pot per student group effort 
coordination. 


The pottery firm expressed enthusiasm for the problem originally outlined 
but was unable commit itself design service. the other hand, the 
nursery saw distribution possibilities the pottery and was willing 
shown its potentiality. this point the present exhibition was conceived. 


Several existing molds with which the factory produces its present line gar- 
den pottery were selected for experiments. Each student was asked pre- 
pare sketches contemporary pots based upon the selected molds. One the 
students was made responsible for layout the exhibit. The sketches and 
exhibition plan were presented and upon the merits their design and 
graphic quality funds were made available the nursery for the purchase 
the experimental pottery and necessary exhibition expenses.

Contacts, whenever possible, were made delegated 
members, and all work including pottery design and execution, exhibit de- 
sign and construction, promotional design and production, and research was 
handled student members the class.

The wisdom designing the kitchen the living core the house has been 
well-proved. Miles walking have been saved and great emotional satisfaction 
has been offered the mother-housekeeper through being accorded space what 
her role fact: the center control. Previous houses lived have added frus- 
tration and sense being away the kitchen,” isolated from other 
family activities and from feeling fiee space, garden, view. This combination 
playroom-kitchen has proved the center domestic activity. the dining area 
for ninety percent the meals served. The three- six- and nine-year-olds have 
used for all their activities, crawling, tricycles, blocks, trains, skates, paint, 
clay, eurhythmics, and music.
